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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 07/26/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,470,338 (RIZZO ET AL). 

As for claim 1, RIZZO discloses a method of connecting businesses through 
common interests and for facilitating business relationship among businesses 
comprising: 

Identifying a plurality of businesses to participate in an online business registry 
(See Fig. 5. Element 2801: 

storing business profiles comprising business attributes in an online business 
registry, wherein each business profile is associated with one of the identified 
businesses (See Fig. 1B, Element 250}; 
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responsive to a query from an inquiring business, searching said online business 
registry to locate at least one business having a business profile including at least one 
business attribute corresponding to said query {See Fig. 1B, Element 260}; and 

establishing at least one communications link between said inquiring business 
and said located business according to at least one business attribute of said business 
profile of said located business, wherein said identified business comprise said inquiring 
business and said located business (See Fig. 1B, Element 270}. 

As for claim 2, RIZZO discloses the method of claim I, wherein said online 
business registry conforms to a Universal Description Discovery and Integration (UDDI) 
specification, and wherein said searching step comprises searching said online 
business registry according to said query, wherein said specified business attribute is 
common to said inquiring business {See Fig. 1B, Element 290}. 

As for claim 3, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 1, wherein said storing step 
comprises storing business attributes selected from the group consisting of business 
identity information, business description information, and communications information 
{See Fig. 1C, Element 340}. 

As for claim 4, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 1, wherein said establishing 
a communications link step comprises extracting said communications information from 
said business profile of said located business, wherein said online business registry 
categorizes business profiles according to at least one of business function and market 
segment, and wherein said online business registry includes security features to restrict 
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access to business profile information based upon established categories. (See Fig. 1C, 
Element 360}. 

As for claim 5, RIZZO discloses the method according to claim 3, wherein said 
storing step further comprises: 

defining access rights to said business profiles {See Fig. 2, Element 40}; 

defining permissible communications links and points of contact as business 
attributes within said business profiles {See Fig. 3, Element 180}; and 

defining selected business attributes of said business profiles as private {See 
Fig. 4, Element 220}. 

As for claim 6, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 3, wherein said establishing 
a communications link step further comprises authenticating at least said inquiring 
business, and wherein selected ones of said business attributes are exposed only to 
inquiring businesses having corresponding business attributes. {See Fig. 5, Element 
280}. 

As for claim 7, RIZZO discloses a method of connecting businesses through 
common interests comprising: 

storing business profiles for a plurality of businesses, said business profiles 
comprising business attributes in an online business registry , wherein each business 
profile is associated with one of said plurality of businesses (See Fig. 1B, Element 250}; 

responsive to a query from an inquiring business specifying at least one business 
attribute, locating within said online business registry business profiles corresponding to 
said specified business attribute {See Fig. 1B, Element 260};

identifying within said located business profiles references to other business 
profiles contained within said online business registry {See Fig. 1B, Element 270}; and 

determining whether said other business profiles include business attributes 
corresponding to said query , wherein said plurality of businesses comprise businesses 
associated with said located business profiles, businesses associated with said other 
business profiles, and said inquiring business (See Fig. 1B, Element 290}. 

As for claim 8, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 7, further comprising: 

establishing a communications link between said inquiring business and at least 
one of said other businesses having a business attribute corresponding to said query, 
wherein the communication link is established according to business attributes of said at 
least one other business (See Fig. 1C, Element 360}. 

As for claim 9, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 7, wherein said locating step 
locates within said online business registry business profiles corresponding to said 
specified business attribute, wherein said specified business attribute is a business 
identity {See Fig. 2, Element 40}. r 

As for claim 10, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 7, wherein said locating 
step comprises locating in said online business registry, business profiles associated 
with said specified business attribute of said query, wherein said specified business 
attribute is common to said inquiring business {See Fig. 4, Element 220}. 

As for claim 1 1 , RIZZO discloses the method of claim 7, wherein said storing 
step comprises storing business attributes selected from the group consisting of 
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business identity information, business description information, and communications 
information {See Fig. 3, Element 200}. 

As for claim 1 2, RIZZO discloses the method of claim 1 1 , wherein said 
establishing a communications link step comprises extracting said communications 
information from said business profile of at least one of said other businesses , and 
wherein said online business registry conforms to a Universal Description Discovery 
and Integration (UDDI) specification {See Fig. 5, Element 280}. 

As for claim 13, which has the same limitations as in claim 5, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 5. 

As for claim 14, which has the same limitation as in claim 6, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reason set forth in claim 6. 

As for claim 15^ RIZZO discloses a system for connecting businesses through 
business profiles comprising: 

an online business registry configured to store business profiles for a plurality of 
participating businesses, said business profiles comprising business attributes {See Fig. 
1A, Element 60}; 

a registration application configured to collect said business attributes of said 
business profiles and store said business profiles within said online business registry 
{See Fig. 1A, Element 80}; 

a search engine configured to receive queries and search said business profiles 
to locate at least one other business profile corresponding to said guerv , wherein one of 
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said participating businesses utilizes said search engine to obtain information about 
another one of said participating businesses {See Fig. 1B, Element 250}; and 

a communications engine configured to establish a communications link between 
at least two businesses of said participating businesses having profiles included in said 
online business registry, said communications link being established according to at 
least one business parameter within at least one of said business profiles associated 
with said at least two businesses {See Fig. 1B, Element 260}. 

As for claim 16, RIZZO discloses a machine-readable storage having stored 
thereon, a computer program having a plurality of code sections, said code sections 
executable by a machine for causing the machine to perform the steps of: 

Identifying a plurality of businesses to participate in an online business registry 
{See Fig. 5, Element 280): 

storing business profiles comprising business attributes in an online business 
registry , wherein each. business profile is associated with one of the identified 
businesses {Column 1 , Lines 49-50, wherein this reads over "a plurality of data entry 
devices to the potential clients via a computer network"}; 

responsive to a query from an inquiring business, searching said online business 
registry to locate at least one business having a business profile including at least one 
business attribute corresponding to said query {Column 1 , Lines 53-55, wherein this 
reads over "automatically comparing the received data to data stored in the storage 
medium to identify one or more suitable professional services providers"}; and 
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establishing at least one communications link between said inquiring business 
and said located business according to at least one business attribute of said business 
profile of said located business , wherein said identified businesses comprises said 
inquiring business and said located business (Column 1, Lines 59-61, wherein this 
reads over "receiving a response from at least one responding one of the one or more 
identified service providers"}. 

As for claim 17, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 16, 
wherein said searching step comprises searching said online business registry 
according to said query, wherein said specified business attribute is common to said 
inquiring business {Column 1, Lines 61-63, wherein this reads over "automatically 
providing information indicative of another portion of the received data to the responding 
one of the service providers"}. 

As for claim 18, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 16, 
wherein said storing step comprises storing business attributes selected from the group 
consisting of business identity information, business description information, and 
communications information {Column 3, Lines 60-63, wherein this reads over "a 
database query is preferably performed 260 to identify member law firms which satisfy 
the new matter requests which have been entered by potential clients"}. 

As for claim 19, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 16, 
wherein said establishing a communications link step comprises extracting said 
communications information from said business profile of said located business^ 
wherein said online business registry categorizes business profiles according to at least 
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one of business function and market segment, and wherein said online business 
registry includes security features to restrict access to business profile information 

based upon established categories {Column 4, Lines 3-7, wherein this reads over "when

law firms and attorneys are signed as members they preferably provide similar 
information about themselves as was entered 80 by the potential clients, e.g., of law 
firm, and e-mail address"}. 

As for claim 20, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage according to 
claim 18, wherein said storing step further comprises: 

defining access rights to said business profiles {Column 4, Lines 39-41, wherein 
this reads over "an ID and password corresponding to the member law firm or attorney 
attempting to access the new matter request information"}; 

defining permissible communications links and points of contact as business 
attributes within said business profiles {Column 4, Lines 47-49, wherein this reads over 
"the member may then decide to either not response at all to the request, download the 
information as text file using HTML link 370"}; and 

defining selected business attributes of said business profiles as private {Column 
8, Lines 5-6, wherein this reads over "user ID and password which must be entered 
before access will be allowed"}. 

As for claim 21, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 18, 
wherein said establishing a communications link step further comprises authenticating 
at least said inquiring business , and wherein selected ones of said business attributes 
are exposed only to inguiring businesses having corresponding business attributes 
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{Column 8, Lines 7-8, wherein this reads over "the user ID and password can also be 
included in the URL link embedded in the e-mail"}. 

As for claim 22, which has the same limitations as in claims 16 and 17, 
respectively, therefore, it is rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claims 16 and 17, 
respectively. 

As for claim 23, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 22, 
further comprising: 

establishing a communications link between said inquiring business and at least 
one of said other businesses having a business attribute corresponding to said query A 
wherein the communication link is established according to business attributes of said at 
least one other business (Column 1, Lines 59-61, wherein this reads over "receiving a 
response from at least one responding one of the one or more identified service 
providers"}. 

As for claim 24, RIZZO discloses the machine-readable storage of claim 22, 
wherein said locating step locates within said online business registry business profiles 
corresponding to said specified business attribute, wherein said specified business 
attribute is a business identity {Column 7, Lines 57-61, wherein this reads over 
"activated the URL link enables the receiving attorney to not only be forwarded to 
access the appropriate website, but to automatically access a dynamically generate 
webpage which includes further information about the case"}. 

As for claim 25, which has the same limitation as in claim 17, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 17. 
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As for claim 26, which has the same limitation as in claim 18, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 1 8. 

As for claim 27, which has the same limitation as in claim 19, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 1 9. 

As for claim 28, which has the same limitation as in claim 20, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 20. 

As for claim 29, which has the same limitation as in claim 21, therefore, it is 
rejected for the similar reasons set forth in claim 21 . 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 07/26/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

RIZZO teaches that an entity that is querying an online businesses registry is 
also a participant of the online business registry in Fig. 5, Element 280. The respected 
members are from various online businesses registry that are also a participant of the 
online business registry.
